cused should have been proceeded against by 
indictment. Hetherefore sustained the mo- 
tion expelling the information from the filesof 
he court and ordered the discharge of the de- 
fuendants. 
NO SURPRISE, 

WASHINGTON, November 10.—Fewin Wash- 
ington are surprised at the decision of Judge 
Cox, who grants the motionto strike off the 
information against the Star Route conspira 
tors and discharge the defendants. The court- 
room was crowded, the audience being very 
largely com posed of the triends of the accused.

You will probably be surprised to find that 
the writer of that article quotes you this 
week as authority for the happy tidings that 
there is a fund of “fa million of pound: ster- 
ling or so” still lying in the Bank of England 
to the credit of the *‘Confederates.”? No su3- 
picion of this Eldorado was previonsly en- 
tertained here,the revival of the speculationln 
Confederate bonds having had nothing what- 
ever tangible to support it—nothing but the 
assurance of some adroit old campaigners in 
the city that the “Americans” would be sure 
to ‘make it right some day or other.” But 
now itis no longer a case of building castles 
inthe air. Thereis amillion of pounds to 
be scrambled for, and the adventurers of the 
Stock Exchange. would be a_ miserably 
degenerate set if they could not get 
up a tolerably brisk scramble for such a sum 
asthat. In fact, the city editor of your 
namesake has made your million into two, 
and he sees the way perfectly clear to paying 
off allbondsintbe form of an annuity at 4 
per cent for twenty years. You have *’chaff- 
ed?’ the buyers of Confederate bonds, but 
even that treatment your contemporary ac- 
cepts with thankfulness and regardsitas a 
favor. ‘“‘Itis better,’ he .says, ‘than flying 
juto a passion, and it places the speculation in 
Confederate bonds enafooting of equality 
with the multitude of Wall street opera- 
tions.’? Thus you perceive that the small- 
est sign of recognition, even though it come 
inthe form ofa kick, will be thankfull 
received and gratefully saknemriodacd. 
In vain, however, will you search 
the other London papers for any notice 
whatever of this precious scheme.

Lord Lorne is the first Govenor-General 


since the union who has voluntarily retired 
from his office. It is rumored that he will 
not return, and we take the rumor to be well- 
grounded. His Excellency has proved himself 
well-qualified for the office which he holds— 
courteous, affable, fair-minded, free trom 
eve feeling of partisanship, and capable. 


He has found the moral temperature of 
the place neither pleasant nor invigorat- 
ing. Under no circumstances is Canada a 
paradise for royalty, and Lord Lorne stands 
too near the throne not to be shocked 
by the insolent loyalty of those who 
claim to be the uphoiders of monarchy in 
Canada. His royal wife,it is now pretty cer- 
tain, is resolved notto return to Canada. 
Her Royal Highness has moved in a sphere 
where great lords and noble ladies of high 
rank and ancient lineage treated her with the 
most profound and submissive deference. 
Here she heard loud professions of loyalty, 
and found them bestowed as a patronage. 
Her position was not assured, but assumed to 
be made for her, She found that the Tory 
party were the subjects of Sir John Mac- 


donald, and that her high rank was 
considered of no consequence ex- 
cept to add lustre to the regime of 
her husband’s first Minister. The 


head of the Torv party pressed most im- 
properly for the dismissal of the Governor 
of Quebec for exercising his constitutional 
authority. Lord Lorne refusedto be an in- 
strument of party malignity. He declined 
the advice. He wasthen asked to refer the 
matter to the Colonial Secretary. This he 
did at the urzent solicitation of his Ministers. 
But no sooner had he consented to refera 
purely domestic question to - the gColonial Of- 
tice than his Prime Minister went downto the 
House of Commons and represented the 


Governor as having done what he did 
upon his own responsibility. and 
against the wishes of his Ministers. 


The statement was untrue. It was intend- 
ed to mislead. The Bleus of Quebec thirsted 
for the political Jife of Letellier. They were 
enraged against whoever stood between them 
andthe object of their vengeance. Sir John 
played the part of acoward. He.told an un- 
truth from fear of his French followers, and 
in amost shabby way sought to fasten upon 
Lord Lorne the unpopularity of his own act. 
A chivalrous man would not have done so. 
An honest man would not have done so. But 
Sir John is neither, and the Tory press 
teemed with abuse of the Governor-General 
for having done what he was advised to do, 
but what Sir John led his supporters to be- 
lieve was done contrary to their advice. 

This was so gross an outrage of truth and 
decency that, we believe, Lord Lorne insisted 
upon baving the lie corrected, which was a 
few days later soimperfectly done as not to 
remove the original impression. Is it sur- 
prising thatthe Princess was grieved and 
angry to find her husband having as his chief 
adviser one who could be guilty of such con- 
duct toward him? Isit surprising that she 
resolved not to be brought in contact with 
those who were ready to make the represen- 
tative of the sovereign the subject of party 
abuse, by untruthfully attributing to him as 
his own act—done contrary to their advice— 
an act which had been done by their advice? 

Her Royal Highness withdrew from the 
country, no doubt from the first resolved not 
to return. His Excellency was betrayed by 
his chief Minister. The Princess saw that 
tthe Tory party owed their allegiance to Sir 
John Macdonald and not to the sovereign, 
and that the daughter ofthe sovereign and 
her husband, the sovereign’s representative, 
were only intended to walk behind his car 
in order to add to the splendor of his proces- 
sion. The Princess saw the place she was 
intended to fill, and she at once retired. His 
Excellency, we be.:ieve, is about to follow her 
example. His Excellency made 
the mistake of supposing tha 
one who held the place of leader of a 
creat party would be incapabie of such base- 
ness. He was mistaken. The successor of 
Lord Lorne is likely to profit by Lord Lorne’s 
expcrience. When Sir John made his state- 
ment tothe House and expressed his regret 
thatthe Governor-General had not taken 
their advice, many of his followers declared 
that we bad one Scotchman too many in Can- 
ada. TheScotchman, who was so much of- 
fended, may not again return. Some other 
man will take his place. We trust that he 
wiil be possessed of large parliamentary ex- 
perience, and wil! be not less disposed thaa 
Lord Lorne to be just to her Majesty’s loyal 
Opposition. 


TWO MILLIONS LOST. 


Paid into the Post-Office for Money- 
Orders Never Cashed. 
From the New York Sun. 


The postal money-order system was estab- 
lished seventeen years ago by an act of Con- 
gress, and its devisers claimed that it was the 
cheapest, safest and speediest method of 
transmitting money ever invented. Howey- 
er, the weak point in the system is illustrated 
by the large amount of money deposited in 
the post-oflices all over the Union, and 
through one blunder or another never paid 
to the persons who ought to have reczived 
it. The post-oflice in this city is the general 
headquarters of the system, and there is now 
unclaimed at the disposal ofthis office $1,825,- 
497 49, which is the resuit of 17 years’ accu- 
inulation. All of the money unclaimed in the 
post-oftices all through the country is sent to 
the New York Post- office. The country post- 
masters are required to account weekly to 
Postmaster Pearson. When their deposits 
exceed their needs forthe business, as they 
usually do exceed it, inasmuch as more 
money comes to the city than goes away from 
it by this system, then the country postmas- 
ter sends his surplus in a draft to New 
York. 

“Asearly as 1872,” said Assistant Super- 
intendent Joseph Elliott, Jr., in the Post- 
office building, “this accumulation began to 
be large. It was half a million of dollars 
then, and by direction of the superintendent 
of the system an account was opened in our 
books with the Assistant United States Treas- 
urer in the Sub-Treaury building, under the 
heading, ‘Pcestmaster-General’s Money-Order 
Account.’ Every week since then the excess 
over $65,000, which we _ keep to trans- 
act business witb, has been de- 
posited in the Sub-Treasury. This 
accumulation of nearly two mitlion dol- 
lars is largely due to the miscarriage of send- 
ers’ orders, or to their loss by the sender, or 
by the payee. Many of the lost or miscarried 
orders might have been paidifthe payeé or 
the remitter had applied to his postmaster for 
a duplicate order. Perhaps it nas beem 
through ignorance, perhaps through care- 
lessness, thatthis has not been done, but 
usually the remitter seems to suppose that 
the pavee has received his money, and, on 
the other hand, the payee thinks it has not 
been sent. The surplus fund is increasing all 
the while, and of course we do not know to 
whom the money belopgs. Postmaster Pear- 
son a few days ago confided his perpiexity to 
Postmaster-General James, and asked bim 
if it would not be advisableto transfer the 
money tothe Treasury and useitinthe ser- 
vice of the Post-office Department.’’ 

‘*What power contgols the fund??? 

“Congress, of course; because Congress 
created the money-order system. A bill 
would have to be introduced ia the House to 
dispose of the fund. The entire suplus 
would not be disposed of, as some of the 
missing money-orders may yet be presented. 
Wesometimes pay them when they are five 
or six yearsold. The payees have stowed 
them away in a safe or pigeon-hole, forgot- 
ten them, and then stumbled across them ac- 
cidentally. It is safe to say that $1,000,000 of 
the prnsent accumulation will never be re-, 
claimed. 

**How are errors made by which so vast a 
sum remains onthe Government’s bands?’ 

‘**Well, aremitter may, by a slip of the pen, 
drawup an order op the wrong city, and 
when the payee in a city in the far West gets 
anorderto be paid in Boston he is astonish- 
ed. The correction takes time,and some- 
imes it is never brought about. Then, too, a 
merchant having the same amount of money 
to send totwo payees may accidentally put 
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hardships sometimes cause sickness and 
death. If there are no assigns of the dead 
actor to call for it, then the money goes to 
the Government fund. The custom of the 
actors who return is todraw out their money 
in a lump and put it into Government 
bonds.”? 

‘‘What isthe amount of money handled 
last year in this system ?’’ 

‘“Forthe year ending June 30, $56,698, - 
706 22, embracing 1,400,428 transactions in 
this city alone. The year’s revenue was 
295,581 39.?? 


A BIG WINNER. 


The New York REace Course Gambler 
Who Has Bagged $500,000. 
Ross Raymond’s New York Letter. 

A Philadelphia man, now engaged in bet- 
ting on the turfin Engiand,is credited with 
baving won over $500,000. His name is F, 
Theodore Walton, and they now seek in New 
York to claim himas a native of Gotham. 
W hen he teft Philadeiphia for New York he 
was comparatively cleaned out, as they say of 
a map on Third street when his margin is all 
cone. He became the proprietor of the St. 
James Hotel. There arevery few hotels in 
New York like the St. James. There is no 
proprietor of any hotel like Theodore Wal- 
ton. He has managed the hotel very suc- 
cessfully. Its restaurantis one of the best 
in New York. Theodore Walton has not had 
much experience asa hotel man. He had 
been, aS everybody in Philade!phia remem- 
bers, Recorder of Deeds for the City and 
County of Philadelphia and something of a 
politician. In personal appearance he is a 
handsome man, of commanding stature, 
broad shoulders, full-waisted, straight-limb- 
ed, good-shaped hands and feet, a long, 
tawny mustache, large but deep-set gray 
eyes, square chin, florid complexion, the ad- 
dress of a gentleman and the repose of man- 
ner that belongs to a self-reliant man. 

After he came to New York, now a little 
more than three years ago, he set himself to 
work to make his hotel popular. He did. 
‘Then he took aturnin Wall street. All re- 
ports agree that he did not win with rapidity. 
Hlowever, only a few pew people know about 
that. Not that he is not communicative, for 
he is; but he is the sort of man who discusses 
his affairs only with a‘ class of men who do 
not go over them again for the mere purpose 
of interesting others. Nevertheless Mr. 
Walton was always a bold speculator. He 
would gamble on anything when the chances 
were even. 

In the spring of this year, then, one sees 
Mr. Walton, with $13,000 in cash, at Sarato- 
ga, taking a swing atthe races. His son, a 
mild-eved, handsome young fellow, beaming 
through gold-rimmed specticiles over the 
marble counter of the St. James Hotel office, 
says just now: “*He didn’t make much there 
—{ guess $50,000; possibly more than that, 
but I reckon not much more.”’ 

When atarecent great whist game extending 
over a period of two months, played,of course, 
with intervals for breakfast and sleep while 
the sun shone,in Saratoga, a Philadelphia 
gentleman was called the winnerin the sum 
of $35,000. ‘*There,’’ said Mr. Clair, the man- 
ager of the A. T. Stewart property, and 
speaking only as one making a comment, 
‘that Philadalphia man is taking more win- 
nings out of Saratoga than anybody has in 
ten years.’’ Inthe lightof sucha statement 
the amount of Mr. Walton’s winnings at Sar- 
atoga are nearly unprecedented, if not quite 
so. Whatever the exact figure may have 
been, it was large enough toenable him to 
startle the book-makers in England when he 
gave them his first order forthe St. Leger, a 
little less than two months ago. ‘Twenty 
thousand dollars he put down on a horse that 
stood in the betting twotoone. From that 
bet be drew out $40,000, or a clear winning of 
$20,000.

It must seem strange to 
the Knight that the man who has won more 
than any turfite bas ever done in se short a 
time declined to start right away in accord- 
ance With those directions. Private dispatches 
received to-day from Mr. Walton indicate that 
a gang of hitters were with Astley, ready to 
break him in little pieces, and, besides, that a 
row would havedone nogood.

£14,500 on the race, and he didn’t care for the 
Baronet’s anger. They now say that Walton 
will touch Monte Carlo before he comes back. 
If he does and continues the magnitude of bis

The Sand Blast. 


From tbe Jourpal of Science. 


Among the wonderful and useful inven- 
tions of the times is the common blast. Sup- 
pose you desire a piece of marble for a grave- 
stone; joucover the stone with a sheet of 
wax no thicker than a wafer; then you cut in 
the wax the name, date, etc., leaving the mar- 
bleexposed. Now pass it under the blast and 
the sand shall cutitaway. Remove the wax 
and you have the cut letters. Take a piece of 
French plate glass, say two by six feet, cover 
it with fine lace and passit under the dDlast, 
and not 1 thread of the lace will be injured, 
but the sand will cut deep into the giass 
wherever it is not covered by the lace. Now 
remove the Jace and you have a delicute and 
beautiful figure raised on the. glass, 
in this way beautiful figures of ail kinds are 
cutin glass at a smallexpense. The work- 
men can hold their hands under the blast 
witbout any harm, even when it is cutting 
away tbe hardest cutting glass, iron,or stone, 
but thev must look out for fiaver-natls, for 
they willbe whittled off right hastily. If 
they put on steel thimbies to protect their 
nails, it will de but little good, for the sand 
Willsoon whittle them away; but if they 
wrap a piece of soft cotton around them they 
are safe. You will at once see the philoso- 
pby ofit. The sand whittles away and de- 
stroys any hard substance—even glass—but 
does not affect substances that are soft and 
yielding, like wax, cotton, fine lace, or even 
the human hand.

THE EX-EMPRESS EUGENIE. 


The Beautiful Home Where She Is 
Mourning Her Life Away. 


Lake Constance Cor. Chicago Tribune. 


The ex-Empress Eugenie has been passing a 
few weeks at thecastie of Arenenberg, not 
far from the city of Constance. This castie 
is upon the Swiss shore of the lake, near the 
little village-of Mannenbach. It was built 
by Eugene Beauharnais, and was a favorite 
resort witb him and his sister, Queen Hor- 
tense. It was here that this unhappy lady 
retired after the fallof the Empire, to re- 
main until her death. Her memory is re- 
garded with warm affection by 
the humble people of =the coun- 
try side, and the cbapel at Arenenberg, 
where it was her wout to go for prayer. is to 
them a very sacred place. Inthis chapel is 
an exquisitely sculptured marble figure of the 
Queen, erected to the memory of her son, 
Napoleon III. She is kneeling in prayer. 
Her attitude is singularly expressive of hu- 
mility and resignation to divine will, and it 
seems to tell the story of a misjudged life, re- 
lying in its latest hours upon the mercy of 
Heaven. Uponthe pedestal is inscribed the 
name ‘*}fortense,’’ and below this** Napoleon, 
Fils.’ Arenenberg was much beloved by 
Eugenie before the death of her son. The 
young Prince Imperial was extremely fond of 
this quiet castle, and to his mother thougats 
of him are associated with each vineyard and 
grove and shore. 

The castle stands upona hill overlooking 
the Unter-See, an expanse of water lying be- 
tween Lake Constance and the current oi the 
Rhine. From the lake the view of Arenen- 
berg is very peaceful. No more fitting scene 
of repose for the ex-Empress could be imag- 
ined than those quiet shores. From the 
western windows of her castie she may see 
the autumnal sunset painting the Swiss skies 
with vivid colors, reflected in the calm wa- 
ters of the lake. Peasants go singing along 
the read beneath the hill with baskets of 
crapes upon their heads. 

To them Eugenie is a veritable Lady Boun- 
tiful, and they bless her with grateful volu- 
hility. Tothe right of Arenenberg is the 
Beauharnais Castile of Salinstein, situated on 
a high hill, and presenting a noble front to 
the view of voyagers upon the lake. Not far 
away are Eugensberg and Wolfsberg, once 
French pleasure Villas but now converted in- 
to hotels for the summer idlers who visit 
Lake Constance. Mannenbach, the nearest 
post village, is a tiny hamlet, connected with 
Arenenberg by a carriage road leadinz past 
salinstein, and a more direct foot-path 
through the vineyard up the hill meadow- 
covered with crocus blooms and into the c2s- 
tle gardens. 

- It may give a better idea of this retreat to 
describe it as a Villa ratherthan a castle; for 
though it is a large and pleasant building 
there are no towers uponit. and the vine- 
covered piazzas in front open directly upon 
the tlower gardens, in which the poor Em- 
press finds the chief solace of her grief. These 
gardens lie to the north of the house, and are 
gay with geraniums and roses, Eugenie’s fa- 
vorite flowers. To the east of the gardens 
are the servants’ places, the kitchens and 
stables. Here are kept the carriage in 
which Napoleon III. made his journey 
to the field of Sedan and the 
riages of his attendants at 
time. The Empress has brought but two 
borses to Arenenberg—a pair of perfectl- 
matched black carriage horses, named Fiora 
end Hector by the young Prince Imperial. 
They are French horses, finely built aad of 
.peifect spirit, but they have little exercise, as 
the Empress now cares but little for driving. 
When she does go out she uses a pretty little 
barouche, cushioned in dark-blue cloth. She 
is said to have expressed dislike to Arenen- 
berg during her present visit, and a deter- 
mination never to come again to the shores 
of Lake Constance. Her memories of hap- 
pier days here cause her puin too 
keen fer resignation. Her ha)its 

are very — and the 
days at the castle are wearily alike.@She 
rises at 9o’clock, takes coffee and spends 
tre morning after her devotions in reading 
or in conversation with the only one of her 
ladies-in-waiting who remains in faithful at- 
tendance upon her. After breakfasting at noon 
ingthe French fashion the Empress goes fora 
walk in the gardens,or rarely for a drive onthe 
Swiss hills. She spends the remainder of the 
time until dinner among her flowers, and af- 
ter dinner watches the sunset or walks in 
the garden until evening devotion. 
She dresses always in 
black, and her once fair blonde 
is nearly as gray asthatof a woman of 
eighty years should be. No one ever sits now 
in the chairs in the chapel on either side of 
Eugenie’s, once used by her husband and 
theirson. Only once hasthis routine been 
cbanged since the Empress came ‘» Arenen- 
berg, and this was on the anniversary day of 
the defeat of Sedan, September 2, when she 
remained alone in her room during all of the 
day. The only subject in which she now 
shows any interest is inthe preparations go- 
ing forward at her estate of Farnborough, 
near Aldershot, in Hampshire, Engiand, for 
her permanent residence there.

fered for sale on this market. Judging from 
appearance, this grade of potatoes is muc) 
injerior in size and quality to our natiye 
product. itis understood that the yield in

Whatthe cost. isin Enxv- 
land or Ireland could not. be learned, as that 
is evidently a secret best known to the trie, 
There is, no doubt, more of a ‘*boom” in 
potatoes than appears on the surface, thouch 
many cealers would convey the impression 
that our home crop is_ sufticient to 
meet the home demand. There is one 
lesson tbat farmers wili do weil to heed, ani 
that is this: that when prices become a). 
normally high, foreign countries will come 
in to supply the demand. As a general thing, 
potatoes, granting that the soil be good ani 
the season favorable, are about as profitable 
a crop as can be raised. Itis generally con- 
ceded, too, by those who have been long in 
the business, that as often as any other hit 
prices will he realized. Considering the |a- 
bor involved, tnis stiple can not be profitably 
produced for much less than 40¢ or 5Wc per 
bushel. No doubt good potatoes can be bought 
in the country to-day at from 60¢ to Tie a 
bushel, while the city consumer is forced to 
pay $1 20 to $1 30 in quantities, and even hizh- 
er by the sirgle bushel. But a month hence 
— will probably shrink of their own «c- 
cord. 


Blue-Blooded Dogs. 
rrom the Wilmington News. 


Within the past half dozen years there has 
grown up among sporting men and gentle- 
men of leisure a strange fancy for imported 
or blue-blooded setter-dogs. There are many 
of the improved species in the kenneis of Wil- 
mington gentlemen. The majority of the im- 
ported dogs come from the extensive kennels 
of Sir Percival Liewellin, a member of the 
British peersge, who has acquired fame and 
fortune by devoting his attention exclusively 
tothe improvement of the breed of setter- 
degs. Tbe animals are brought directly to 
this country, generally to New York, in some 
cases to Puiladelphia, and there purenssed 
through agents by sportsmen. The prices 
paid, in many cases, are astonishingly large, 
ranging in a few known instances as hich as 
$2,C00 for a single setter. One thousand do’'- 
lars, however, is considered a high fizure, the 
latter sum, it is said, having been paid by a 
gentleman in this city for a noble speci- 
men of the bluest blood. The imported 
dogs have many points of superiority over the 
native animals, differing as much from each 
other as the trained rucer from the ccuntr\ 
road horse. Blue blocd is strong and fleet of 
limb, has long, fine hair, with a tendency to 
ciisp at the ends, well colored, whatever thit 
means,and is warranted to watch his game ruin 
or shine, twice as jong as the native specimen.

Affairs proe- 
eressed until, as Wi'liam said, he one night 
kneeled down and offered to take the girl for 
his wife, and she accepted him. Some months 


agzothe girl went to Cincianati to work, 
where she stil res des. Taey 


earried on a correspon’enc’, addr2ssing 
each other as dear wife :nl ae'r husbind, 
‘The girl has been sending him inoaey, with 
‘nstruc’‘ions to bank it until h‘'s col ege c»xurse 
was finished, so that he wou'd have s0.ne- 
thing to starton. Yesterday he learned for 
the tirst time that they were not married, and 
ic Was advised to return the girl her money 
sndietters andgive herup. ‘ais so preved 
n»yon his mind that he resorted to suicide. 
Newkim was a meniber of the Congrega- 
tional Church of this city, and was prepiring 
himself for a missionnry to China. There is 
no evidence that Newkim and Miss Hoff ever 
lived together as man and wife, but Newkim 
positively believed they were married, and 
the rude awakening was too much for him.

The Great Pontchartrain Bridge. 
From the New Orleans Democrat. 

A reporter saw Kt. W. Rogers, the railroad 
contractor, the other day, about the great 
hridge acress Like Pontchartrain.
